Hereas the Cclledge and collegi- 
ate Church of Weſtininfter have 
bin heretofore governed and re- 
gulated by the Dean and Pre- 
bends thereof, who: have taken 
upon them the care andcharge 
of bringing in the Rents and pro- 
fits belonging thercunto, for the 
maJntenance of the Schollers of 

| the Free-School, Almſmen, Ser- 
yants, and Officers belonging to the {aid Colledge and col- 
Icojare Curch: And foralinuch as the preſent Dean and 
Prebends. thereof ( except only Maſter Lambert Orbol- 
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ſton ) have deſerted their charge, or are become Delinquents 
to the Parliament, whereby the ſaid Colledge and Col legi- 
ate Church is deſtitue of Government, and che ſaid School, 
Almſinen, Servants, and Officers, deprived of all means 
of ſubfſFence, by reaſon no perſon is appointed to take care 

for cheſame ; for remedy whereof, Be it Ordained by the 
Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, 
That the Earl of Northumberland, Earl of Pembroke, Earl 
of Nottingham, Earl of Denbigh, Earl of Aancheſter, 1.ord 
Viſcount Say and Seal, Lord Willoughby, Lord North, Lord 
AMonntagne, Lord Roberts, Lord Howard, Maſter Sollici- 
tor, Malter Rows, Sir Walter Earl, Maſter Wheeler, Sir Ro- 
bert Harley.
